She Intelligence Subcommittee of the House Armed Cervices Committee 
ha 3 been reviewing this proposed sale, and itiia my belief that a disin- 
terested third party, professionally competent, should review the details. 
Therefore, I am requesting that you assign a suitable team to accomplish 
such a review. I would like on appropriate report from the General 
Accounting Office advising whether in your view the proposed Gale appears 
to be in the best interest of the United States Government. 


Eiis request fox* a review of the proposed sale of these Central Intel 
ligence Agency assets la quite unusual. However, I believe that this can 
be accomplished. by your organization without effecting a change in the exi 
ing relationship between the General Ajccounting Office and the Central Int 
ligence Agency. 

The Central Intelligence Agency considers their relationship to these 
above-named companies to be classified and that classification must be 
retained for the foreseeable future. Therefore, it i3 requested that you 
conduct the review in such a manner as to preserve the security of this 
relationship end other classified relationships which undoubtedly will bo 
involved. 
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Intelligence Agency has readied an advanced stage of the negotiations, 
and I therefore would request that this review be accomplished &3 expe- 
ditiously as possible.
